Council defers 
decision on 
Uber -taxi debate

Faced with a draft bylaw that pleased 
neither side of the rideshare debate, 
city councillors deferred a vote Tuesday 
in hopes of preserving Edmonton’s taxi 
industiy while inviting companies like 
Uber into the market. 

Mayor Don Iveson said Tuesday “a lot 
rests on council’s decision” on the bylaw, 
which will now come in late Januaiy. 

Uber has threatened to leave if the 
bylaw’s fee schedule — which, as pro¬ 
posed, would be the most expensive in 
the world, according to the company 
— doesn’t change. Meanwhile, taxi sup¬ 
porters fear loose regulations will ruin 
the industiy. 

Iveson said council is working “veiy 
hard” to balance those concerns. 


“We know that cabs will continue to 
be essential to Edmontonians ... at the 
same time, we know that citizens are 
looking for these new options,” he said. 

Iveson added he hopes that between 
now and then, Uber’s insurance, which 
the city and province have called “in¬ 
sufficient,” gets up to snuff. 

Uber spokesperson Xavier Van Chau 
said the company is working with Intact 
Insurance and provincial authorities to 
develop a “new insurance model.” 

“We are tiying to bring solutions that 
are specific to the ridesharing market,” 
Van Chau said. 

Iveson said deferring a final decision 
leaves time for that, and gives adminis¬ 
tration time to look into “fees and fares,” 
two sticking points with councillors and 
stakeholders alike. 

During Tuesday’s debate, councillors 
voted not to force taxi rates on compan¬ 
ies like Uber, and also not to require their 
drivers to undergo mandatoiy training. 

“What you see in both of those deci¬ 
sions is a trend towards deregulation,” 
Iveson said. “I think that’s consistent 
with where we’ll wind up this bylaw.”

The Alberta School Board As¬ 
sociation is set to lobby the 
provincial government to add 
consent to the province’s sex¬ 
ual education curriculum. 

After approving a motion 
Monday, the ASBA will now 
send a letter to Alberta Educa¬ 
tion asking that the curricu¬ 
lum be changed. 

“It’s important, so every 
child understands that they 
have a right to say no,” said 
Helen Clease, president of the 
organization. 

Education Minister David 
Eggen said he’s supportive 
of the motion and that it fits 
with the law. 

“Sexual consent is the law 
and it is our government’s 
expectation that it be taught 
in Alberta Schools,” he said. 
“I look forward to reviewing 
the motion ... and consulting 
with the organization further.” 

Michael Janz, chair of the 
Edmonton Public School 
board, said adding consent 
to the curriculum just makes 
sense. 

“You shouldn’t be able to get 
your driver’s license without 
learning the rules of the road 
and laws around driving, the 
same should apply to consent,” 
he said. “You shouldn’t gradu¬ 
ate from a sexual health cur¬ 
riculum without understand¬ 
ing the law and your rights.”

According to the national Hun¬ 
ger Counts statistics released 
Tuesday, the 1.3 per cent na¬ 
tional increase was dwarfed 


by a 23 per cent increase in 
Alberta from 2014 to 2015. 

Executive Director of Ed¬ 
monton’s food bank Marjorie 
Bencz said it’s the worst in¬ 
crease she’s seen and the food 
bank usage locally is at a “re¬ 
cord high.” 

She explained hamper pro¬ 
gram uptake alone increased 
21.5 per cent since 2014, and 
37 per cent since 2012. 

“It’s not going the way we 
want to see it go,” she said. 

While Edmonton and Al¬ 
berta experience dramatic 
increases, usage in Saskatch¬ 
ewan did not increase, and it 


actually decreased in Ontario, 
New Brunswick, Prince Ed¬ 
ward Island and Newfound¬ 
land. 

Bencz said there are a few 
drivers worsening the situa¬ 
tion in Alberta, including an 
affordable housing shortage 
and job losses associated with 
a struggling oil industry. 

“I hate to draw a stereotype 
because we are seeing a num¬ 
ber of people with a number of 
different situations,” she said. 
“Unfortunately, anyone can 
lose a job, have a family break 
up, those types of things.” 

She explained she’s “very 


worried about the next few 
months,” when utility costs 
increase and the unemploy¬ 
ment rate is highest. 

“You need to worry about 
reaching capacity,” she said. 
“Food banks are charities... 
we rely on the donations (and 
volunteers) from the commun¬ 
ity. There is a point where you 
have to tread lightly about 
maximizing the goodwill.” 

She said she appreciates 
the generosity of Edmonton¬ 
ians, but that governments 
need to address the underlying 
issues and drivers behind the 
increase to curb the trend.

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Youth facility 
closes Its doors 



REPORT 

Residence for 
high-risk teens 
riddled with 
controversy 

An Edmonton group home for 
high-risk teens that was the sub¬ 
ject of complaints about rowdy 
behaviour and crime is closing 
its doors for good. 

The home, run by a charit¬ 
able group known as E4C, made 
headlines in September when 
one of its residents, a 17-year-old 
girl, was charged with stabbing a 
man to death on a nearby street. 

After that, police and area 
residents said they had long 


complained that residents of 
the home were often out late 
at night, smoking drugs, bang¬ 
ing on doors and damaging 
property. 

Edmonton police Staff Sgt. Bill 
Clark said at the time he was 
“appalled” by the lax standards 
and supervision at the home. 

E4C chief executive officer 
Karen Spencer said in a state¬ 
ment the decision to close is 
because recent publicity had 
made the home too well known, 
putting the residents at risk. 

“The public identification of 
the location of this group home 
has placed youth at this site in 
a vulnerable position as it ex¬ 
poses them to those who prey 
on marginalized young people,” 
said Spencer. 


The province shut down the 
home after the stabbing pending 
a review of operations. 

That review, released Tues¬ 
day, determined that some staff 
weren’t clear on protocols de¬ 
signed to keep the teens safe, 
which led to “loose or broad 
application of rules that com¬ 
promised structure.” 

The report noted that as a 
result, “community members 
observed youth using drugs out¬ 
side the group home.” 

The report said the home 
met licensing and accreditation 
standards and that staff worked 
well with probation officers and 
other youth-serving agencies. 

But it said staff seemed tone 
deaf to the rising number of 
concerns from area residents, 
adding that “the degree of op¬ 
position to the home was a dis¬ 
appointment to the agency man¬ 
agement.” 

E4C ran the home, known 
as the Inner City Youth Hous¬ 
ing Project, under contract to 
the province. 


It was for teens aged 14 to 
17 with a histoiy of traumatic 
experiences and exposure to 
crime who had been banned 
from other placements, such 
as in shelters or with families. 

The home had five beds, fund¬ 
ed at about $400,000 a year. 


Human Services Minister Ir¬ 
fan Sabir said his ministiy will 
work to improve staff training 
and make sure the neighbours of 
group homes are heard through 
pacts known as “Good Neigh¬ 
bour Agreements.”

The bill to move Edmonton’s 
downtown staff to a central 
building will be $16.4 million, 
but the Katz Group will cover 
more than half of it. 

Starting next November, the 
city will begin transplanting 
almost all downtown person¬ 
nel from their current offices 
in buildings across the core to 
the City of Edmonton tower, at 
103 Street and 104th Avenue. 

City offices will occupy 
385,000 square feet of the new 


building. But the Katz Group, 
which owns the building and 
will lease space to the city, 
will cover $9.5 million of the 
city’s moving costs through 
an inducement. 

Taxpayers will pay the rest 
— $6.9 million. 

Mayor Don Iveson said Tues¬ 
day council knew there would 
be moving costs when it ap¬ 
proved the lease to build a 
new tower for city staff. 

“Wherever we moved, there 


were going to be costs and 
very often your landlord will 
help you with those costs,” 
he said. 

Iveson said the new build¬ 
ing will save space and money 
over the long term, but it does 


come with upfront costs. 

“We expect our employees 
to work together in more of 
an open environment and that 
way they will actually take 
less square footage,” he said.

Company will spend

Oxford Properties is set to 
spend $41.3 million to revamp 
City Centre Mall as the new 
arena district develops all 
around it. 

No one from the company 
granted Metro an interview 
Tuesday, but according to a 
press release, Oxford plans to 
relocate both of the 170-store 
mall’s current food courts to 
a space on the third floor, on 
the mall’s east side. 

The new food court is ex¬ 
pected to open in Nov. 2016 
and Oxford said the entire 
redevelopment is scheduled 
to open Nov. 2017 — though 
Oxford has not officially con¬ 
firmed what will go into the 
space left vacant by the food 
court. 

“With so much develop¬ 
ment happening all around us, 
we are getting ready to serve 
this significant new popula¬ 
tion of retail shoppers with 
the retail experiences they 


want and expect,” said Ox¬ 
ford’s general manager of 
downtown properties Olym¬ 
pia Trencevslci, in a release. 

Coun. Scott McKeen said 
he hopes the mall, which 
currently has few entrances 
from sidewalks is reoriented 
to favour the street as well 
as inside. 

“Obviously, that kind of 
investment in the downtown 
is really positive and I hope 
they find a way to open up 
the mall,” he said. 

McKeen added it was a good 
sign for the city in rough eco¬ 
nomic times. 

“It’s a major investment by 
a major company,” he said.

Every Tuesday night, nearly 
100 people gather at Rouge 
Lounge, in Oliver, for a col¬ 
lective community catharsis 
through spoken word poetry. 
And it’s catching on. 
When Breathe in Poetry 
started in 2009, a few poets 
performed for close family 
and friends. Now, up to 23 
poets take the stage and the 
lounge is packed. 

Ahmed Ali — one of the 
main minds behind the group 
— established it six years ago 
as a base for spoken word 
poetry in Edmonton, and said 
about 30 per cent of the audi¬ 
ence is new each week. 

“There was a void in com¬ 
munity and art representa¬ 
tion when it came to poetry,” 


he said, noting the event has 
helped fill it. 

Ben Freeland, a professional 
writer, got involved with the 
slam poetry nights after seek¬ 
ing a creative outlet. 

“It’s grown remarkably fast

over the past few years — 
even during the time I’ve been 
attending it’s grown notice¬ 
ably, and that’s mostly been 
through word of mouth,” he 
said. 

Freeland attributes the 


growth to the “inclusiveness” 
of the spoken word commun¬ 
ity. People ages 18 to 80 attend 
the Tuesday poetry slam and 
it’s multicultural. 

“You’re really getting a fla¬ 
vour of Edmonton,” he said. 

Poets perform in nine- 
minute slots and, when it’s 
not a slam competition, the 
artists receive feedback from 
the crowd. 

Many bring material that’s 
still rough around the edges, 
but know the crowd is sup¬ 
portive. So, too, is the host. 

Sam Moulchaiber, the owner 
of Rouge Lounge, said he “saw 
potential in it being some¬ 
thing cool” and stuck by the 
group through the lean years. 
Now he reaps the benefits 
with a full house every Tues¬ 
day night. 

“Honestly, it’s not about 
profits, it’s not like I make 
anything on those nights — 
it’s just a good night,” he said.

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Out of fentanyl hell

If Alberta had more addiction 
treatment beds, Carrie Babiulc 
might have slept over the past 
year. 

Last November, after his best 
friend died taking fentanyl, 
her 20-year-old son (who we 
won’t name) revealed he was 
hooked on it. He told Babiulc 
he “wanted to live,” and was 
tiying medical detox. 

“He’d lost 30 pounds and 
was miserable,” Babiulc says. 
“I didn’t know much about 
fentanyl. I started doing re¬ 
search and realized, ‘Oh my 
God, this is bad.’” 

It was. Perhaps the most tra¬ 
gic of fentanyl’s evil faces is 
that an addict who stops tak¬ 
ing it quickly loses tolerance. 

If they relapse on the power¬ 


ful opioid, Babiulc says it’s an 
overwhelming likelihood they 
will overdose. And if no one’s 
around to help, “they will die,” 
she says. 

More than 145 people in 
Alberta have done just that 
in 2015. 

Her son did relapse and over¬ 


dose, but luckily, his girlfriend 
found him unconscious on 
Babiulc’s front step and called 
an ambulance. From there, 
Babiulc’s battle really began. 

“He needed more than just 
medical detox,” Babiulc says. 
“He needed (in-patient) treat¬ 
ment.” 


There weren’t any spots 
available, she says — the wait 
list was three months. 

As he waited and battled to 
resist relapsing and its lethal 
consequences, she battled to 
hold down her job. 

He’d be at home, shaking, 
crying, paranoid and suicidal 
with withdrawal, and she’d be 
at work, she says, texting and 
calling him, “just to make sure 
he was still breathing.” 

In the desperate times she 
took him to the treatment clin¬ 
ics, only to be turned away, she 
says officials told her to take 
her son to the hospital. 

There, they’d give him drugs 
to calm his withdrawal and 
send him home. 

“I’m like, ‘What am I sup¬ 
posed to do with him?”’ 

She says she woke every 
night just to check if he was 
still taking breaths. 

Today, after finally getting 
in and being clean for more 
than three months, Babiulc’s 
son’s chance at survival is bet¬ 
ter, but Babiulc isn’t mincing 
words. 

“Anybody with a fentanyl ad¬ 
diction isn’t given proper prior¬ 
ity right now at all,” she says.

TRIAL 

Crown brings 
forward last 
of witnesses 

The last chapter of the long 
trial of Sen. Mike Duffy will 
be headlined by a much antici¬ 
pated appearance by the main 
character himself. 

On Thursday, Ontario Jus¬ 
tice Charles Vaillancourt will 
resume hearing the Crown’s 
case against Duffy on 31 char¬ 
ges of fraud, breach-of-trust and 
bribeiy. The senator for Prince 
Edward Island has pleaded not 
guilty, arguing he followed all 
the Senate’s expense and spend¬ 
ing rules as they were spelled 
out at the time. 

Crown prosecutors will wrap 
up their evidence over the span 
of roughly a week, bringing 
forward a final set of witness¬ 
es. Chief among them will be 
Duffy’s friend and former col¬ 
league Gerald Donohue. 


Duffy himself is expected to 
take the stand once the defence 
begins presenting its case, once 
the Crown is done. 

Duffy awarded Donohue 
some Senate contracts for re¬ 
search and consulting servi¬ 
ces, and Donohue in turn cut 
cheques to other service provid¬ 
ers through family companies, 
including a private trainer and 
a makeup artist. Donohue has 
been in poor health, and the 
court has had difficulty organ¬ 
izing dates for his testimony. 

That particular element of 
the trial will hardly be as com¬ 
pelling as the testimony in Au¬ 
gust of senior members of for¬ 
mer prime minister Stephen 
Harper’s staff, including former 
chief of staff Nigel Wright. The 
details of who was involved in 
dealing with Duffy’s $90,000 
in contested expenses, and 
who knew that Wright secret¬ 
ly repaid them, reverberated 
through the first weeks of the 
election campaign. Former Conservative Senator Mike Duffy arrives at the

Logistics challenge 
refugee planners

Getting 25,000 
Syrians to 
Canada is a 
complex task 

First came the announcement 
of the 25,000 Syrian refugees’ 
fast-tracked arrival in Canada. 

Now come the logistics. 

Admittedly, there are plenty 
of problems. Although num¬ 
bers ramped up recently, the 
Harper government cut immi¬ 
gration staff and shrank refu¬ 
gee budgets over the past dec¬ 
ade, making it more difficult 
to process thousands of people 
in the six weeks left until the 
end of the year. Or even the 
longer period that has been 
hinted at. 

But consider the sheer logis¬ 
tics of getting 25,000 mainly 


Arabic-speaking Syrians from 
Lebanon, Turkey and Jordan 
to Canada without mishaps, 
missteps and the numerous 
setbacks that face even ordin- 
aiy travellers. 

“I was one of those urging 
caution,” says Howard Adel- 
man, who launched a na¬ 
tional campaign in 1979 that 
brought 60,000 Indochinese 
“boat people” to Canada in 24 
months. But he added, “there

was so much enthusiasm that 
I changed my mind.”

And then there’s 
someone who forgot to add 
their nephew to their docu¬ 
mentation papers, so you have 
six people instead of five.” 

Military rather than char¬ 
tered commercial transport 
may be a less complex way of 
travel, and better equipped for 
dealing with security problems 
and emergencies, says Walter 
Dorn, a professor of defence 
studies at Royal Military Col¬ 
lege of Canada. But he warns, 
it’s more expensive and mil- 
itaiy aircraft aren’t outfitted 
for large numbers of passen¬ 
gers. “They’re meant for trans¬ 
porting troops who are habitu¬ 
ated to travelling in rougher

"There's 
no doubt that this is hate- 
motivated."

Activists 
urge open 
borders 

Europe must resist the urge to 
seal its borders to refugees and 
asylum seekers in the wake of 
the deadly attacks in Paris last 
week, Amnesty International 
said today. 

The human rights group is 
calling for safe, legal routes for 
the refugees to reach Europe and 
efficient screening processes to 
allow them to stay. 

“Giving in to fear in the wake 
of the atrocious attacks on Paris 
will not protect anyone,” John 
Dalhuisen, Amnesty’s director 
for Europe and Central Asia, 
said in a statement. 

“The numbers fleeing persecu¬ 
tion and conflict have not gone 
away, nor has their entitlement 
to protection. In the wake of this 
tragedy, the failure to extend 
solidarity to people seeking shel¬ 
ter in Europe, often after fleeing 
the veiy same kind of violence, 
would be a cowardly abdication 
of responsibility and a tragic vic¬ 
tory for terror over humanity.” 

Irregular arrivals into the 
European Union totaled about 
500,000 in September alone, 
compared to 280,000 in all of 
last year, Amnesty said in “Fear 
and Fences: Europe’s Approach 
to Keeping Refugees at Bay.” 

The report details human 
rights abuses and push-backs 
on the border between Spain and 
North Africa, along the danger¬ 
ous eastern Mediterranean route 
via Turkey and on the borders of 
Macedonia, Serbia and Hungary. 

European Union countries 
have built more than 235 kilo¬ 
metres of fence along their bor¬ 
ders, Amnesty found. 

A 23-year-old Palestinian refu¬ 
gee from Syria described be¬ 
ing held in a dirty police cell in 
Greece before being sent back 
to Turkey. 

“I was shaking from hun¬ 
ger and one of my friends was 
looking really white. I got really 
angry and started shouting that 
they would be responsible for 
what happened to us and that we 
needed food and water. The chil¬ 
dren hadn’t eaten for two days 
and neither had we,” he said.

A short walk from the public 
mourning in Place de la Repub- 
lique and the bouquets at each 
shooting site is a cafe that doesn’t 
appear to have any connection 
to the November 13th terror¬ 


ist attacks. 

But if you go past the round 
tables lined up along the side¬ 
walk and through the blue 
French doors on the comer, it 
becomes clear the Cafe des An¬ 
ges is a living memorial to its 
victims. 

Five current and former em¬ 
ployees as well as six regular 
customers were killed at La 
Belle Equipe, an establishment 
so intertwined with this one that 
they traded staffbaclc and forth. 

More than two dozen friends 
had gathered there on the fate¬ 
ful evening to celebrate waitress 
Houda Saadi’s 35th birthday. 
They were sitting on the terrace 
and bore the brunt of the assault 
when it came. Many are still in 


hospital. Eleven didn’t make it. 

Among the dead are Hodda 
and her older sister Hamila, 36, 
bartender Lacrimioava (Lacri) Pop 
and her partner Ciprian Calciu, 
waitress Michelh Gil Jaimez, 27, 
former bartender Guillaume Le 
Dramp, 33, and regulars Ludo- 
vic Boumbas, Rene Bichon and 
Hyacinthe Koma.

I spent most of the day with 
Grunberg and his staff and 
watched them put on a brave 
face as the lunchtime msh ar¬ 
rived. They poured coffee, cleared 
tables and hauled cases of wine 
up from the basement, all while 
stopping to chat with those who 
came by to pay their respects, 
and greeting regulars with a hug 
instead of the customary bisous. 

“We are all veiy close, the staff, 
the customers,” Grunberg said. 
“This is a neighbourhood cafe. 
People come eveiyday and they 
tend to spend a lot of time here. 
We’re all part of each other’s 
lives.” 

Axel, a bartender, put it more 
succinctly: “we’re family.”

It is not clear that any of the 
Islamic State of Iraq and the 
Levant (ISIL) terrorists who 
attacked Paris last week was 
a Syrian refugee. But early 
reports that one attacker en¬ 
tered Europe on a refugee 
boat to Greece, with a Syr¬ 
ian passport (now believed to 
be fake), have prompted an

Twenty-nine Republican 
governors have declared this 
week that their states will 
not accept Syrian refugees. 
The list includes the leaders 
of not only deeply conserva¬ 
tive states like Idaho and Ala¬ 
bama but also Massachusetts, 
Maryland and even Michigan, 
which already has a large Syr¬ 
ian population. 

Governors don’t actually 
have the power to decide who 
moves to their states once ac¬ 
cepted into the country by the 
federal government.

Soccer game halted due to bomb threat 


The friendly soccer game 
between Germany and the 
Netherlands was cancelled at 
short notice due to the serious 
threat of an attack at the sta¬ 
dium on Tuesday. 

“We had concrete evidence 
that someone wanted to set off 
an explosive device in the sta¬ 
dium,” Hannover police chief 
Vollcer Kluwe told German TV. 

Referring to another bomb 
threat about an hour before¬ 
hand that turned out to be a 
false alarm, Kluwe said, “After 
the first object turned out to 
be harmless, we got a tip that 


had to be taken seriously that 
an attack was being planned.” 

Lower Saxony Interior Min¬ 
ister Boris Pistorius, speaking 
at a late news conference, said 
no explosives had been found 
by then, and no arrests had 
been made. 

Pistorius said there was no 
confirmation of rumours that 
an explosive device was placed 
in an ambulance or another 
vehicle inside or outside the 
stadium.

Texas to execute man 
for killing three in fire 

Texas inmate Raphael Holi¬ 
day is set for lethal injection 
Wednesday evening for set¬ 
ting fire to a log cabin and 
killing his toddler daughter 
and her two young half- 
sisters 15 years ago. It's a 
crime he says he did not 
commit. 

"I loved my kids" Holiday, 
36, said recently from a 
visiting cage outside Texas' 
death row. "I never would 
do harm to any of them." 

A jury found him respon¬ 
sible for the fatal blaze, 
however. Holiday would be 
the 13th prisoner executed 
this year in Texas, which 
carries out the death pen¬ 
alty more than any other 
state, and 26th convict exe¬ 
cuted this year.

Northern Ireland strikes 
deal to keep government 

Britain published a long- 
sought agreement with 
Northern Ireland's par¬ 
ties Tuesday that all sides 
agreed would sustain their 
Catholic-Protestant govern¬ 
ment, the central achieve¬ 
ment from decades of 
peacemaking in the British 
territory. 

Tuesday's 67-page docu¬ 
ment titled "A Fresh Start" 
took more than a year of 
negotiations to achieve.

"Today represents an¬ 
other milestone along the 
way as we normalize and 
build our society," said Rob¬ 
inson, whose Democratic 
Unionist Party represents 
the Protestant majority.

Tensions rise 
as Cubans are 
pushed back 
by Nicaragua 

Costa Rica on Tuesday proposed 
the creation of a “humanitarian 
corridor” for Cuban migrants 
transiting Central America, 
en route to the United States 
as their numbers swell at its 
northern border with Nicar¬ 
agua. 

Foreign Minister Manuel Gon¬ 
zalez said in a radio interview 


that there must be a co-ordinated 
solution for the Cubans, who are 
currently being blocked by Nic¬ 
araguan soldiers from entering 
the countiy. 

“We have nearly 2,000 people 
at the border,” Gonzalez said. 
“We have to do something with 
them, give them a solution. They 
want to continue. Even though 
a government sends the army 
after a peaceful migrant popu¬ 
lation, they are going to find a 
way to go.” 

Nicaraguan troops forcefully 
pushed the Cubans back into 
Costa Rica on Sunday.

pregnant wife, said they began 
their journey from Ecuador and 
had no problems until now.

“We don’t want to stay. We 
don’t want problems,” he said.

MURDER TRIAL 

Jury sees 
wife’s last 
moments 

A jury viewed a surveillance 
video on Tuesday, depicting 
the final moments of a young 
wife’s life before she was fatally 
shot by her husband, who later 
posted a photo of her dead body 
on Faceboolc and insists he fired 
in self-defence. 

The video, from one of sev¬ 
eral cameras at the couple’s 
South Miami home, shows no 
evidence that 27-year-old Jen¬ 
nifer Alfonso was physically 
attacking Derek Medina, as he 
claims, before he gunned her 
down in their kitchen in August 
2013. But the video angle also 
does not capture everything 
that happened in the kitchen, 
nor the shooting itself. 

Two police officers who dealt 
with Medina the day of the 
slaying testified that he never 
asked for medical attention and 
showed no evidence of physical 
injuiy. Medina told police in a 
videotaped statement played 
earlier in his trial that Alfonso 
regularly abused him and had 
been hitting and pushing him 
forcefully before the shooting. 

“Did you observe any obvious 
signs of injuiy to Mr. Medina?” 
Prosecutor J. Scott Dunn asked 
South Miami police Det. Matt 
Taylor, who drove Medina to 
the Miami-Dade Police Depart¬ 
ment for questioning shortly 
after the killing. 

“No,” Taylor rephed. 

Earlier, police photos intro¬ 
duced as evidence showed no 
marks indicating any fight on 
Medina’s body or head and no 
cuts or scratches to his hands. 

Puffs of gunpowder can be 
seen swirling in the air around 
the camera. Medina then appears 
to use his cellphone to take the 
Faceboolc photo and leaves the 
house after changing clothes. He 
later turned himself in to police. 

Medina faces fife in prison if 
convicted of first-degree mur¬ 
der.

Greek island 
wracked by 
landslides in 
strong tremor 

A strong earthquake with a 
preliminary magnitude of 
at least 6.1 hit the western 
Greek island of Lefkada on 
Tuesday, killing two people, 
sparking landslides and caus¬ 
ing extensive damage to roads 
and buildings on Lefkada and 
nearby islands. 

The temblor was felt across 
western Greece prompting 
residents on Lefkada and the 
nearby Ionian Sea island of 
Kefalonia to rush out onto 
the streets. 

The Athens Geodynamic 
Institute said the undersea 
quake had a preliminary mag¬ 
nitude of 6.1 and occurred 


at 9:10 a.m. (0710 GMT) off 
Greece’s western mainland, 
300 kilometres (186 miles) 
west of Athens. 

The U.S. Geological Survey 
put the preliminary magni¬ 
tude at 6.5. Different agencies 
often have varying prelimin¬ 
ary magnitudes in the hours 
and sometimes even days after 
a quake. 

Greek authorities were 
struggling to assess the dam¬ 
age, their efforts hampered 
by landslides that blocked 
Lefkada’s narrow, mountain¬ 
ous roads. 

The fire department said an 
82-year-old woman was killed 
in the village of Athani when 
a wall collapsed on her and a 
69-year-old woman died in an¬ 
other village when a boulder 
loosened by the earthquake 
tumbled down onto her house. 
Four people were hospitalized 
with non-life-threatening in¬ 
juries.

Storm leaves snow, could 
create tornadoes in U.S. 

A powerful wintery storm 
dumped heavy snow on 
parts of Colorado on Tues¬ 
day while bringing the threat 
of tornadoes to millions in 
central and southern states.

Doug Fisher tries to steer clear 
of fast food for breakfast, but 
once in a while the president 
of food-service consultancy 
firm FHG International Inc. in 
Toronto has one of Starbucks’ 
decadent egg sand 
wiches. 

“Breakfast is a 
hot item, and it’s 
an open market,” 
he says. 

The giants are 
locked in a battle

fast business. McDonald's Egg McMuffin 
Fisher says torstar news service 
they’re all try¬ 
ing to lure you away from top 
player Tim Hortons, which has 
over half the morning market 
share among “quick service” 
chains. McDonald’s has been 
the most successful at stealing 
market share from Tims with 
its wildly popular coffee and 
McCafe offerings, Fisher says. 



Breakfast accounts for 27 per 
cent of all fast-food revenue, 
up from 20 per cent last year. 
According to research firm 
NPD Group, the morning meal 
(breakfast and early snack) ac¬ 
tually surpassed lunch in 2014 
as the industiy’s biggest busi¬ 
ness “day part” in Canada. It 
accounts for 35 per cent of all 
fast-food traffic compared to 25 
per cent at lunch, says NPD. 

Most of the giants have 
launched new breakfast 
menu items recently. They 
range from so-called 
healthy fast food to 
traditional, higher- 
calorie fare, says 
marketing profes¬ 
sor Ken Wong at 
the Smith School of 
Business at Queen’s 
University. The 
Egg McMuffin, 
which was intro¬ 
duced in Canada 
in 1976, is still among the 
lightest menu items at 290 
calories. Tim Hortons offers 
some breklcie sandwiches 
under 300 calories. At the other 
end of the scale, Burger King’s 
Enormous Omelette Sandwich 
weighs in at 750 calories.

De Beers seeking support

De Beers is one of the world’s 
largest diamond-mine compan¬ 
ies, operating with its partners 
in 20 countries across five con¬ 
tinents.

diamonds out of the Victor 
Diamond Mine, 90 kilometres 
west of Attawapislcat First Na¬ 
tion. But the Victor Mine nears 
the end of its life span in four 
years.

Apple Pay available 
here, but not for all 


Apple Pay officially launched in 
Canada on Tuesday, but only a 
small number of Canadians will 
be able to make purchases with 
their mobile phones at first. 

The mobile payments app al¬ 
lows users to upload credit-card 
data to their Apple devices and 
use it for tap-to-pay systems or 
in-app purchases. 

Apple said seven retailers, 
including Tim Hortons, Petro- 
Canada and Indigo Books and 
Music, will accept payments 


at first, with more to come. 

Yet most Canadians won’t 
be able to use Apple Pay im¬ 
mediately because it currently 
accepts only American Express 
cards issued by Amex Bank of 
Canada and the tap-and-pay 
system only works with the 
iPhone 6 and 6S models. 

That means no Visa or 
MasterCard, which together 
account for more than 90 per 
cent of the Canadian market.

A few things have happened 
to Farheen Khan since terror¬ 
ists attacked Paris.

In the wake of hate crimes 
against Canadian Muslims, 
there’s “fear, that we need to 
be careful,” said Khan, a Mis¬ 
sissauga writer, community 
activist, former NDP candi¬ 
date in the last election and 
a Muslim who wears a hijab. 

Then later yesterday, gas¬ 
sing up her car, an elder¬ 
ly man was watching her 
intently. “It looked like he 
wanted to say something.” 
But instead he offered a 
deep, heartfelt smile. Khan 
sensed he “wanted to say 
I’m soriy that you’re going 
through this.” 

You might think Islamo- 
phobia is sweeping this 
country: A Molotov cocktail 
tossed into a Peterborough 
mosque; a Toronto woman 
attacked in what police are 
calling a crime “motivated by 
hate;” a misguided woman 
with a sign on her lawn ask¬ 
ing Muslims if they’re soriy 
for what their “brothers” did 
in Paris. 

More than 60,000 have 
signed a petition to slow 
Canada’s acceptance of Syr¬ 
ian refugees. Saskatchewan’s 
premier and Quebec City’s 
mayor are both questioning 
the Liberals’ plan — reiter¬ 
ated after the attacks — to 
offer a new home to 25,000 
Syrians fleeing their coun- 
tiy’s civil war. 

The hate-motivated 
crimes are “heinous and 
tragic,” Khan said. But they 
have also lead to examples 
of support, like the Peter¬ 
borough mosque. “You 
see the community rally 




together and tiy to raise 
money for this mosque.” 

Loud voices support Canada’s 
refugee commitments, too. 

Islamophobia in Canada 
has peaks and lulls. Like 
after 9/11, we’re in a peak,

“There needs to be a dis¬ 
tinction.

I am currently in London, 
England, and the ripples 
from the Paris massacre are 
still being felt in this enor¬ 
mous city. It was all the more 
biting for me as our eldest 
daughter lives in Paris. Thank 
God she's okay, but one of 
her friends was shot in the 
arm. Proximity and love make 
it all so grotesquely real. 

So, however, do the 
responses; especially 
when they are thoughtless, 
reactionary and soaked in 
rhetoric. 

The mood here is that 
if we are to defeat these 
gargoyles of immorality, we 
must maintain our cultural 
superiority. And that culture 
consists of tolerance, 
religious pluralism, gay and 
women's rights, the rule of 
law and the acceptance of 
the stranger. To compromise 
on this would be to allow ISIL 
to win. 

Yet within moments of the 
attack, not only social media 
but mainstream newspapers 
were calling not just for 
severe responses against 
ISIL — which is entirely justi¬ 
fied — but warning against 
anybody perceived as a 

The West is hardly 
free of blame in 
all this, and to 
now see armchair 
warriors writing 
bellicose columns 
is nauseating. 
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threat. Namely: Muslims and 
migrants. 

The truth, however, is that 
the overwhelming majority of 
Muslims not only detest ISIL 
but are its first victims. As 
for migrants, the very reason 
many of them are fleeing is 
to escape Islamist barbarism. 
That feeling is strong in Lon¬ 
don, but I'm not so sure it's 
the case across the Atlantic. 

As for increasing the mil¬ 
itary campaign against the 
terror group — and perhaps 
we have to do so — we 
should also remember that it 
was the Gulf War, the west¬ 
ern coalition's invasion of 
Saddam's Iraq, that destabil¬ 
ized the region and led to the 
very anarchy we now see. 

If you doubt me, think back 
to the situation before that 
campaign took place. 

So the West is hardly free 
of blame in all this, and to 
now see armchair warriors 
writing bellicose columns is 
nauseating.

Dev (series creator and star Aziz 
Ansari) and a married woman 
(Claire Danes) are caught in fla¬ 
grante by her husband Mark. 

“I’m going to leave, and this 
time I’m leaving for good!” Mark 
rages to her. 

Then he wheels on Dev, who 
is clad only in undershorts: “Why 
are you still here?” “I thought it 
might be awkward if we were 
in the elevator together,” Dev re¬ 
plies. “Would you like to go first, 
or should I go first?” Mark stares 
at him in disbelief, then snaps, 
“Get the f— out of my house!” 

I love this — Dev is near¬ 
ly naked, in the middle of an 
emotional maelstrom he helped 
cause, yet his main concern is 
parsing the minutia of awkward¬ 
ness. All 10 episodes contain 
moments like that, because 
Ansari has a gift for capturing 
the rhythms and concerns of 
millennials, that 20-something 
cohort who are struggling to be 


authentic but on-trend, empathic 
but cool; are navigating a world 
where they have to ask permis¬ 
sion to kiss but expect to hook 
up; are trying to figure out who 
they are while processing billions 
of bytes of information; and who 
fear awkwardness above all else.

Impos¬ 
sible,” and insisted he had 
informed every sexual partner 
of his condition beforehand. 

Since his diagnosis, he has 
had unprotected sex with only 
two partners, he said, adding, 
with no further clarification,

Asked by Lauer if he ex¬ 
pected “a barrage of lawsuits” 
from past sexual partners al¬ 
leging he infected them, he 
said wanly, “I’m sure that’s 
next.” 

With his public pronounce¬ 


ment, Sheen said he hoped to 
reduce the stigma and shame 
still felt by some others diag¬ 
nosed with HIV, as well as by 
those who are reluctant to be 
tested in the first place. 

“I have a responsibility now 
to better myself and to help a 
lot of other people,” he said. 
“And hopefully with what 
we’re doing today, others 
may come forward and say, 
‘Thanks, Charlie, for kicking 
the door open’.”

For iconic beauty Nigella Law- 
son, her life, like her latest 
book, Simply Nigella — Feel 
Good Food, is about balance. 
“But that’s not a very grabbing 
message, is it?” she says. 

Oh yes it is, when it comes 
in such a pretty package. She 
wanted these pages of cookeiy 
to contain “a lot of light, be se¬ 
rene and yet cozy.” 

Lawson is quite a messy per¬ 
son who likes the clutter of 
things in the kitchen and in 
life as they come together. She 
doesn’t fuss with being tidy, 
generally. 

But in the book, the TV chef 
conveys order and balance — 
take for instance the Strapat- 
sada, which is a whole new 
comfort food supper take on 
scrambled eggs. 

Lawson says this is the sort 
of supper you need when you 
get home and the fridge is bare. 
Breaking her “no tomatoes with 
eggs” rule, it is essentially a per¬ 
fect one pan blend of fresh to¬ 
matoes, tomato paste and eggs 
meant to be spread on crusty 
bread. Feels like the kind of 
thing one would eat in bed with 
a remote control in the other 
hand. 

like most of her work, Simply 
Nigella also conveys a veiy per¬ 
sonal glimpse into her kitchen. 
She uses the first-person voice 
and commentaiy right in the 
recipe instructions (an editorial 
no-no). In the Strapisada recipe 
she calls herself “a lazy English 
person” who can’t be bothered 
peeling tomatoes. 

She eschews the idea that her 
words and on-camera presence 
is ladled with double entendre.

pering her conversation with 
food descriptive like “relish the 
moment” in her dulcet voice. 

Her whole life attitude is veiy 
of-the-moment and her health 
message is inclusive to the ex¬ 
treme. In the book, she does 
focus on whole foods but avoids 
nothing. Meat and bread, butter 
and cream are all invited to the 
cooking party. 

“I find it is those who deny 
themselves a bit of dessert who 
end up eating more,” she says. 
Why not consume something 
delicious and enjoy the pleas¬ 
ure? “Life is just too short to do 
all that planning and resisting”. 


“I cook what I want and I con¬ 
sume what I like,” says Lawson. 
For instance, upon her arrival 
in Toronto she went out for din¬ 
ner and fresh off the plane her 
body craved greens. The crisp, 
wet, crunch of a salad was satis¬ 
fying and her entree was light, 
too. When the dessert menu 
came around, she considered it 
and would have had a luscious 
slice but she felt like more sal¬ 
ad. So that’s what she had. She 
admits that on another day she 
will consume nothing but bread 
and cheese. 

Balance takes a wide berth, 
not a narrow view. 


As for her beauty regimes, she 
moves. Not exercises — moves. 
She finds joy in the regular mo¬ 
tions of life — exerting effort to 
lift and cany and bend is a gift. 
It isn’t about butter and cream 
or beating yourself up at the 
gym, it is about both. She con¬ 
siders it a privilege to embrace 
yet another day of this life, hav¬ 


ing lost too many too young 
since both her parents and her 
first husband passed on early. 
“Worrying about aging is just 
silly, there’s not much one can 
do about it, is there?” 

It does beat the alternative, 
yes. 

Her cooking style is thus: pick 
an ingredient, fall in love with it 


and use it up until it is finished. 
Her recipe for Pea and Broccoli 
soup does just that (check out 
the recipe on the next page) 
by making sure that there are 
three other recipes to use up 
the broccoli. 

To those who would follow in 
Lawson’s footsteps, she would 
say to write about food using 
your own voice.

Ford Edge was one of the pion¬ 
eers of crossover land. 

The territoiy is now teeming 
with contenders, but Edge has 
always maintained a sizable fol¬ 
lowing through the years, even 
with the last generation model, 
which first debuted way back in 
2006 and was showing its age. 

An all-new Edge debuted for 
2015 and it shows Ford knows a 
thing or two about building and 
selling mainstream crossovers. 
The styling is current crossover 
generic with a Ford face and 
will not alienate anybody. And 
through an expanded four-trim 
lineup (SE, SEL, Titanium, Sport), 
a series of well-thought-out op¬ 
tion packages, and three engines 
on the menu, the Edge can be 
tailored to fit the needs of a lot 
of buyers in the “family” space. 

So Ford Edge is not a niche 
product. But this is a good thing 
for midsize crossover shoppers, 
as it is built to deliver what every¬ 
one expects and values today in 
this segment, without too much 
fanfare and extra expense. 

Moving the Edge to the cur¬ 
rent Fusion platform has raised 
its driving dynamics to another 
level. AWD models also now get 
“Curve Control” that automatic¬ 
ally adjusts power and braking 
to maintain the right pace and 


line through a corner, should 
you go in there a little too hot. 

All models also get “paddle 
shifters” on the steering wheel, 
and they are always “active” — 
you don’t have to first shift the 
transmission lever into any kind 
of “manual drive” position. 

The more sophisticated chas¬ 
sis is also quieter, and more com¬ 
fortable over rough roads. 

The big 3.5-litre V6 in our test¬ 
er pumps out a lot of torque, for 
effortless motoring. 

Ford Edge actually debuted 
the ill-fated first-generation 
MyTouch interface. This newer 
version works much better, and 
has just the right amount of hard 
buttons and knobs. 

Our Titanium test vehicle 
had the 8-inch LCD screen with 
SYNC. That techy piece, along 
with the dashboard and centre 
console designed to look like one 
piece, looks impressively mod¬ 
em. Luxury vehicles seem to knit 
their interior bits together with 
a bit more detail and finesse, but 
otherwise there is a lot to enjoy 
in the Edge cabin. 

With a slightly longer body 
and no third row to worry about, 
the Edge has a roomy rear seat¬ 
ing area. And there is almost 200 
litres of cargo space behind those 
rear seats. One of Edge’s best 
features are the rear seat backs, 
which can be flipped forward by 
the cargo-area mounted switch. 

It has a wide variety of up- 
to-date safety features, such as 
18-degree front camera, adaptive 
cmise with brake support, blind 
spot warning, park assist, a lane 
keeping system that steers the 
vehicle back into line, and in¬ 
flatable rear safety belts. Overall 
the new Edge feels veiy capable, 
comfortable and useful.

Car owners are always look¬ 
ing for better fuel efficiency, 
but they’re not alone. It’s also 
a major issue with tractor- 
trailers, since fuel is usually 
a trucking company’s largest 
operating cost. 

As part of a U.S. government 
project involving four truck 
manufacturers, Freightliner 
has developed its SuperTruclc. 
This concept tractor-trailer has 
achieved real-world testing of 
19.3 L/1001cm when fully load¬ 
ed, about half of what a conven¬ 
tional truck would use. 

“Seventy per cent of the 
freight in the U.S. is hauled by 
trucks, so trucking is an import¬ 
ant part of the economy, but it 
consumes about 20 per cent of 
all fuel for road vehicles,” says 


Derek Rotz, manager in ad¬ 
vanced engineering for Daimler 
Trucks North America, which 
owns Freightliner. “If a truck 
uses less fuel, fleets can reduce 
their operating costs and it’s 
good for the environment.” 

The SuperTruclc concept is a 
combination of technologies, 
some of which are already in 
use in production trucks, in¬ 
cluding aerodynamic styling 
and low-rolling-resistance tires. 

Others that may be used in 
the future include lightweight 
materials, electric air condition¬ 
ing, and active grille shutters 
that improve airflow over the 
nose when full engine cooling 
isn’t needed. 

But while engineers tried as 
many things as possible, not 
all of them turned out to be vi¬ 
able. A technology has to cost 
less in the long run than the 
equivalent value of the fuel it 
will save, and also can’t be so 
complicated that it’s difficult 
to manufacture or install. The 
SuperTruclc uses an exhaust- 
mounted turbine that runs off 
waste heat to produce elec¬ 
tricity, but it’s too heavy and 
complex for real-world use. 

The truck also has a gas¬ 
oline-electric hybrid system 


that ultimately didn’t return 
the efficiency expected. Hy¬ 
brid systems recharge their 
batteries with regenerative 
braking, which captures kin¬ 
etic energy generated by the 
wheels when slowing down. 
Since these trucks primarily 
cruise at steady speed on the 
highway, there isn’t much op¬ 


portunity to recharge. 

“There is limited stop and 
go, which means less energy 
recovered,” Rotz says. “And it 
needs a lot of power to drive the 
vehicle, so you need a unique 
hybrid design for trucks and it’s 
difficult to leverage passenger 
car technology. We went into 
the program in 2010 and (truck) 


hybrids were in discussion at 
the time, but very little was 
known about them. Five years 
later, we know the potential 
but also the limitations of the 
system, and we feel hybrids are 
actually not the best solution 
for long-haul trucks.” 

The engineers also optimized 
more than 2,000 of the truck’s

Small carmaker 3D-printing 
its way into the history books 



Even at an event dedicated to 
customization and individual 
automotive style, a small com¬ 
pany called Local Motors with 
just a single car on display man¬ 
aged to make a huge impres¬ 
sion at this year’s SEMA show. 

At first glance, the LM3D 
Swim looks like a beach buggy. 
It’s red, has no roof and there’s 
even a surfboard mount. How¬ 
ever, when you realize that it 
took less than four months to 
go from an idea to the finished 
product and that said product 
was made via Direct Digital 
Manufacturing (DDM) — a form 
of 3D printing — then things 
start to get very interesting. 

“In the past few months our 
engineers have moved from 
only a rendering to the car you 
see in front of you today,” Lo¬ 
cal Motors CEO Jay Rogers said. 
“We are using the power of 
DDM to create new vehicles 
at a pace unparalleled in the 
auto industiy.” 

Local Motors first proved the 
potential power of 3D print¬ 
ing in January when it arrived 
at the North American Inter¬ 
national Auto Show in Detroit 
without anything to display but 
over the course of the event 
live-printed an electric vehicle, 
the Strati. 


The LM3D Swim design came 
from Kevin Lo, a member of 
Local Motors’ community of 
developers, makers and innov¬ 
ators, and was chosen from 
60-plus entries. 

Despite the rapid pace with 
which the company and its 
creations have already moved, 
meeting federal safety rules 
takes time. One of the LM3D 
Swim’s aims is to accelerate 
the process of creating a fully 
homologated series of cars that 
meet all relevant safety stan¬ 
dards with a view to making 
the first customer deliveries 
by 2017. 


As well as crash protec¬ 
tion, the car will also protect 
the environment. It has few¬ 
er components — 50 versus 
the 30,000+ used in a typical 
vehicle — and an electric mo¬ 
tor. Then there’s the scope 
for customization. Potential 
owners can quite literally per¬ 
sonalize their vehicles inside or 
out with little more than the 
click of a mouse. 

The company hopes consum¬ 
ers will be able to start reserv¬ 
ing and potentially customizing 
their printed cars in 2016, and 
the finished vehicle should re¬

Mirai impresses, quietly, in debut 

2016 Toyota Mirai hydrogen fuel-cell cars are on California 
roads now, and Car and Driver was among the first media 
outlets to test-drive the limited-production sedan, doing in¬ 
strumented testing in addition to seat-of-the-pants impres¬ 
sions. Test drivers drove the Mirai around greater Los An¬ 
geles, stopping at several hydrogen fuelling stations along 
the way. About the worst thing they could say was that it's 
not a sports car, evidenced by its zero-to-96-km/h time of a 
slow-poke 9.4 seconds. Positive comments abounded, such 
as "pleasant," "comfortable" and "isolation-chamber quiet." 
Suspension, steering feel and ride quality were also favour¬ 
ably noted. 


FUEL EFFICIENCY 

The SkyActiv’s the limit 

Mazda says its next line of fuel-efficient SkyActiv engines could 
be as much as 30 per cent more frugal than the current gen¬ 
eration of its more eco-friendly powerplants. The new engines 
should appear in Mazda's lineup, which includes the CX-3, pic¬ 
tured, by 2018, and represent the main component in the com¬ 
pany's fuel efficiency strategy, president Masamichi Kogai told 
Auto Express at the recent Frankfurt Motor Show. Meanwhile, 
Mazda is feeling out customer interest in hybrid and electric 
cars, and has appointed a special team to investigate the feas¬ 
ibility of reviving the Wankel rotary engines that were once a 
Mazda calling card. An earlier promise to bring a diesel engine 
to the United States might now hinge on whether getting one 
certified here would sacrifice its performance. 


INFRASTRUCTURE 

Tokyo 2020 to promote hydrogen economics 

The Japan government plans to showcase hydrogen-powered fuel-cell vehicles and 
other hydrogen technologies at the 2020 Tokyo Olympics. It will spend the equiva¬ 
lent of about $330 million US through 2020 on hydrogen-infrastructure projects. 
Hydrogen-friendly automakers such as Honda (its FCV pictured at left), Nissan and 
Toyota reportedly will underwrite some of those costs. Authorities are counting on 
the economies of scale brought by more hydrogen filling stations and "tens of thou¬ 
sands" more hydrogen cars on the roads to lower hydrogen-related costs between 
now and the Games.

For the 
32-year-old 
Estrada, who 
made $3.9 mil¬ 
lion last season, 
it’s a gigantic 
pay hike that 
should trans¬ 
late into life¬ 
time security 
for his family. 

For the Jays, 
needing to 
bolster their 
rotation for 
the likely loss 
of free agents David Price and 
Mark Buehrle, it’s two more 
years of service from a depend¬ 
able, quality arm. 

Estrada is also low mainten¬ 
ance and a comfortable fit in 
the Toronto clubhouse. 

“He exemplifies everything 
we’re looking for in a Blue 


Jay player,” interim GM Tony 
LaCava told a Rogers Centre 
news conference Tuesday. “He 
earned this contract and we’re 
happy to have this day for him.” 

The new contract was an¬ 
nounced last Friday, but Estrada 
and LaCava met the media Tues¬ 
day to discuss the deal. 

After being acquired from 
Milwaukee in a November 2014 
trade for Adam Lind, Estra¬ 
da started this season in the 
bullpen after rolling an ankle 
in spring training but soon 
pitched his way out of it. 

Befuddling batters with a 
devastating change-up, Estrada 
went 13-8 with 
a career-best 
3.13 earned-run 
average and a 
career-high 28 
starts. 

Only Jake 
Arrieta (.185) 
of the Chicago 
Cubs and Zaclc 
Greinlce (.187) 
and Clayton 
Kershaw (.194) 
of the Los An¬ 
geles Dodgers 
held batters to 
a lower average this season 
than Estrada (.203). And Es¬ 
trada led the majors in that 
category after the all-star break, 
restricting opposition hitters to 
a .183 batting average. 

Kershaw is due to make $34.6 
million next season while Gre- 
inlce will get $26 million. Ar¬ 


rieta made $3.63 million as 
an arbitration-eligible player 
in 2015, and isn’t eligible for 
free agency until after the 2017 
season. 

Estrada had several op¬ 
tions after the Jays made him 
a $ 15.8-million qualifying of¬ 
fer. He could have opted for 
the one-year pot of gold, tested 


free agency or made another 
deal to stay in Toronto. 

He chose the last option, 
saying it was “smooth sailing” 
getting the deal done. 

“I would have taken prob¬ 
ably less for more years,” he 
acknowledged. “But it’s just 
the way things worked out. Two 
years is plenty... I feel like it’s 


an extremely fair offer.” 

“Could I have got more years 
on the open market? Maybe. 
But I wanted to come back 
here.” 

Estrada said one big reason 
was that most of his teammates 
are also coming back. “And I 
feel it’s a pretty strong team to 
begin with.” the Canadian press

ATP FINALS 

Federer puts stop 
to Djokovic streak 


Even the best player in the world 
can have an off day, especial¬ 
ly when he’s playing someone 
many believe is the best of all 
time. Roger Federer brought 
his top game to the 02 Arena 
on Tuesday, stopping Novak 
Djolcovic’s ATP Finals winning 
streak at 15 by beating the top- 
seeded Serb 7-5, 6-2. 

“I wouldn’t have picked it 
maybe before the tournament, 
just because of his really good 
record on the indoors, the year 
he’s had,” said Federer, who lost 
to Djokovic in the Wimbledon 
and U.S. Open finals. “But then 
again, all day I felt good about 


my chances.” 

The win put Federer in the 
semifinals of the season-ending 
tournament for the 13th time in 
14 appearances. Djokovic, who 
has already clinched the year- 
end No. 1 ranking, had not lost 
at the ATP Finals since 2011. 

On Sunday, Federer beat 
Tomas Berdych, giving him a 
2-0 record this week. He will still 
play Kei Nishilcori on Thursday 
in the final round-robin match. 
Djokovic beat Nishilcori in his 
first match, and will face Berdych 
on Thursday for a spot in the 
semifinals.

Ingredients 

• 2 Tbsp unsalted butter 
•2Tbsp spelt flour 

• 4 cups spelt elbow macaroni 

• 1/4 cup low sodium chicken stock 

• 11/2 cups milk 

• 1 cup shaved cheddar cheese 

• 11/2 cups shaved Monterey Jack 
cheese, divided 

• 1 tsp Dijon mustard 

• 1 cup frozen chopped kale 

• 1/4 tsp nutmeg 
•1/4 tsp salt 

• 1/2 cup of bread crumbs 


Directions 

1. Preheat oven to 350 F. 

2. In a medium size saucepan, 
melt butter over medium low 
heat. Add flour and whisk. 

3. Cook pasta according to 
package directions. 

4. Add chicken stock and milk and 
allow to simmer for 5 minutes so 
mixture can slowly thicken, stirring 
occasionally. Lower heat and add 
mustard, cheddar and 1 cup Mon¬ 
terey Jack cheese. Mix until chees¬ 
es have melted and mustard is 
combined. Add kale, nutmeg and 
salt; stir until warmed and mixed 
together, about 2 minutes. 

5. Place cooked pasta into medium 
size casserole dish and mix in 
cheese sauce, being sure to coat 
all the pasta. Sprinkle the top 
with the remaining Monterey Jack 
cheese and then top with bread 
crumbs. Bake for 30 minutes, or 
until cheese sauce is bubbling and 
edges are a golden brown.
